Powder Plant 
Blast Kills 5, 
Probe Begun 


KINGS MILL, O., July 30 (UP).— 
Five workmen were killed and a 
dozen others injured today when a 
series of explosions wrecked a sec- 
tion of the Kings Powder Mills Co., 
plant, an ordnance works here. 

Killed were Clayton Moore, South 
Lebanon, O.; Roy Spence, Cozadale, 
O.; Sid Abner, South Lebanon, O.; 
Luther Mullen, Lebanon, O.; Mel- 
vin Bolen, Kings Mill. 

Officials said the blast occurred 
while most of the workers were at 
lunch, thus reducing the casualty 
list. 

Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation took charge of an 
immediate inquiry. 

The blasts occurred in the plant’s 
two dry houses which are used for 
storage. No estimate of the damage 
was available immediately but it 
was believed to be heavy. 

While Army officials and FBI 
agents blocked* off an area within 
a radius of two miles of the plant, 
the dead and injured were removed 
in ambulances to towns near the 
ordnance area. 

There were three heavy explo-

In the Bahamas there is a sea- 


food canning plant, formerly owned 
by Axel Wenner-Gren.

ment of the Duke of Windsor, 
when Wenner-Gren was blacklisted 
as a Axis agent by our State De- 
partment. Now comes news that 
General Foods Corp. is taking over 
the canning plant, as well as the 
boats owned by the Wenner-Gren 
interests. 

Last February, Nazi U-boats fired 
at the oil refineries on the Dutch 
islands of Aruba and Curacao. On 
these islands, situated a few miles 
from the Venezuelan coast, 90 per 
cent of the oil from the rich Vene- 
zuelan fields is refined. When 
Standard Oil and Royal Dutch 
Shell, which control 76 per cent of 
Venezuelan ofl production, first be- 
gan operations in 1908, they refused 
to locate the refineries on the 
mainland. Now, under the threat of 
constant Nazi attack, they refuse 
to transfer the refineries from the 
Dutch islands to the interior of 
Venezuela. 


These three cases illustrate the 
kind of obstacles which hinder the 
national economic development of 
the Latin American nations. They 
reveal some of the problems which 
must be solved in other than the 
traditional manner if we are really 
to travel along an ‘anti-imperialist 
road. 

The United Fruit Co. case illus- 
trated what will happen if our 


Latin Amercan policy does not take 
a much sharper turn in the pro- 
gressive direction. It has become an 
immediate and vital war necéssity 
for us and for our allies that essen- 


tial supplies cut off from the Far

Vice-President Henry Wallace, 
particularly, advocated that we offer 
our technical and financial aid to 
the Latin American governments so 
that they can develop these prod- 
ucts themselves. 


Certainly, we will make no prog- 
ress away from the old system of 
foreign economic controls, if we per- 
mit the United Fruit Co, to create 
a new monopoly on top of its old. 
Why should we permit this cor- 
poration, which is despised by the 
people throughout Central Amer- 
ica, to take advantage of our war 
needs to fasten a new monopolistic 
hold on Central America? Why 
shoukin’t we, through our govern- 
ment, immediately extend to Latin 
America the facilities and financial 
aid which will enable their gov- 
ernments and their nationals to 
develop themselves the new prod- 
ucts?

A LTHOUGH the Bahamas can- 

not properly be considered a 
part of Latin America, they present 
a similar problem. The General 
Foods case will be noted through- 
out the continent. In all coun- 
tries there exists a powerful pop- 
ular sentiment that Axis businesses 
and undertakings should be na- 
tionalized. This is necessary not 
only for the protection of the na- 
tional interests of all American 


countries, including our own, but

1* the case of Venezuela by swift 
and effective action we have an 
opportunity to establish a new pre- 


cedent in inter-American relations. 


Venezuelan oll is of the highest 
grade and provides a great propor- 
tion of the United Nations’ aviation 
fuel. Yet, it is no good to anyone 
unless it can be refined. And the 
refineries are now situated on dan- 
gerously exposed islands off the 
Venezuelan coast. These islands lack 
even the most elementary military 
safeguards. We have diverted much 
needed troops equipment to guard 
Aruba and Curaco. 

The transfer of the refineries to 


the interior of Venezuela, as is now 
being demanded by. the oil workers 
union and many Government and 
public leaders in that country, is 
an essential war step. It will also 
constitute an important step to- 
wards the industrialization of Vene- 
zuela and would immediately bene- 
fit its people. 


The oil companies are fighting 
against the transfer They 
claim that the excessivé cost and 
tremendous scope of the tjider- 
taking make it impossible. Aside 
from the fact that they have for 
many years enjoyed huge profits 
from the Venezuelan sub-oil and 
can very well afford to bear the 
cost of transfer, it would be much 
more expensive to fortify adequately 
the islands and to guard them. The 
transfer overland, of much larger 
enterprises in the Soviet Union 
shows that it can be done. 


Let our Government, acting in 


the interest of all the United Na- 


tions, take the initiative to assure 
the transfer of the refineries. This 
is not much to ask, And yet it would 
be a real and practical demonstra- 
tion of a new orientation in eco- 
nomic relations with Latin America. 


PM’s Editor Ingersoll Still 
Misses The Point of 2nd Front

Readers of PM, who like what 
it is doing to fight reaction here at 
home, have written so persistently 
to its editors asking for an ex- 
planation of the paper’s lag in 
fighting for a Second Front that 
Mr. Ralph Ingersoll yesterday came 
forward with an editorial explana- 
tion. Mr. Ingersoll gives careful 
consideration to the issue and obvi- 
ously tries to give a fair summary 
of his views and his answers to his 
readers’ questions. 

But we doubt that his explana- 
tion will satisfy either the readers 
of PM or meet the urgent neces- 
sities of the moment, 


Mr. Ingersoll’s argument contains 
much with which we agree. But on 
the central question of the Second 
Front right now—its possibilities 
and its need—his argument begs 
the queStion, It misses the point. 
Let us examine his contentions one 
by one, 


13òͤ-ẽ Ingersoll says there is no 

need for a public demand for a 
Second Front because “the battle 
for public opinion behind aggres- 
sive action in Europe in collabora- 
tion with the Russians has, in our 
opinion, long since been won.” 

He clarifies his meaning further 
on by saying that “the battle for 
sympathy for the Russian people is 
already won.” He adds “most every- 
one, of course, quite rightly favors 
a Second Front.” 

He goes further: “We believe that 
we are already in the process of 
opening a Second Front—the first 
steps in that process being the 
arming and training of the neces- 
sary force.” 

We think the reader will spot at 
once the serious weaknesses in Mr. 
Ingersoll’s understanding of the 
Second Front issue. 


First, he conceives the Second 
Front as a sort of general idea, as 
an eventual attack upon Hitler. The 
Second Front, in his standpoint, is 
a kind of virtue, like honesty, or 
feeding milk to babies, with which 
all honest-minded people are “of 
course” in agreement. 

But this is not at all the ques- 
tion which is agitating millions 
upon millions of British and Ameri- 
can men and women with a burn- 
ing intensity. 

The question of the Second Front 
is the question of smashing Hitler 
in 1942 by attacking him through 
a land invasion IMMEDIATELY. 

Are you for it NOW? That is the 
Second Front question on which 
the peopl: of Britain and America 
are rising into public demonstra- 
tion. 
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Front means to the United States 
and Great Britain. 


He is able to content himself with 
the idea that we will get the Sec- 
ond Front sooner or later anyway, 
because he does not see that the im- 
mediate attack in the west is dic- 
tated by the peril to the entire 
cause of the United Nations. This 
peril grows by the hour as we fail 
to attack Hitler in the west while 
he concentrates everything he has 
in the east for a decision which if 
favorable to him will create a new 
phase in the war immeasurably 
more difficult than our present 
position. 


Mr. Ingersoll does not yet see 
the Second Front as an Ameri- 
can question, as a question of sav- 
ing the United States from the peril 
which hangs over it. 

It seems to us that he owes to 
his readers and to himself to ex- 
amine the military situation con- 
cretely, and to answer the ques- 
tion — What will happen to the 
cause ef the United Nations and 
the relative military strengths of 
ourselves and our enemies if we 
fail to attack Hitler simultaneously 
on two fronts immediately? 

From this question, PM's editor 
has shied away. 

The whole point is that if we 
grasp the fact that the Second 


Front is a life-and-death matter 


we will also grasp the fact that we 
already have overwhelmingly t he 
“necessary forces.” We outnum- 
ber the Nazis in men, machines, 
tanks and planes. This is officially 
admitted on every side. 

Mr. Ingersoll’s stand, basically, is 
that we “are not ready.” In this 
viewpoint he shows that he has not 
analyzed the central issue — will 
we be more ready or less “ready” 
after Hitler is allowed to consoli- 
date his European conquests, after 
Hitler effects a juncture with Ja- 
pan in Asia, isolates China, crip- 


ples the Soviet Union’s economy 
and heavily decimates its forces? 


net effect of this innuendo is. to 
protect the Daily News, PM’s en- 
emy, and the enemy of our com- 
mon cause. 

It is not sincerity which is at is- 
sue. It is the winning of the war 
which is at issue. The Second 
Front is a question of winning the 
war or of losing it. If the British 


and American peoples’ demand for 
a2 Second Front can be attributed, 


as Ingersoll does, to the fact that. 
the Communists’ “hearts are with 
Russia,” then it becomes very easy 
for the Fifth Column to prove that 
only “Communists” desire a United 
Nations’ victory, as indeed the 
Fifth Column and Goebbels do say. 


The fight for the Second Front is 
a campaign for the realization of 
military decisions “already pledged 
in the Roosevelt-Molotov pacts. In- 
gersoll grants that these decisions 
have been made. But he also grants 
that there are powerful military 
officials, “generals and admirals,” he 
says, “who would rather see Com- 
munist Russia defeated than demo- 
cratic America victorious with Rus- 
sia’s aid.“ Ingersoll makes a valu- 
able contribution here by this ex- 
posure. But why doesn’t he see 
that the delay in the Second Front 
has a direct connection with the 
power which these pro-Axis gener- 
als and admirals still unfortunately 
exercise? Why doesn’t he see that 
the best way to combat and rout 
these fascist militarists in our gov- 
ernment would be an immediate 
realization of the Roosevelt-Molo-

We should act immediately, furthermore, to out- 
play Hitler’s U-boats by building great fleets of planes 
to carry. troops and weapons quickly to trans-ocean 
points. 

The Russian situation presents America and 
Britain with acute crisis, but also with an Op- 
portunity that may not come again: opportunity to 
strike at Hitler while he is busy in the East Time 
and events rush on. How much longer dare we wait?

We had a whole 
drawerful of “well, it may come in 
handy some day” stuff which we 
took around to our air warden. 


Shovels Into 
Hand Grenades ' 


Just imagine! One old shovel will 
help make four hand grenades. One 
old tire makes eight gas masks. One 
old iron makes two helmets. It 
comes in handy right now. No 
matter how much or how little, 
send it in at once. Be a “Salvage 
Commando” for the boys on all 
the fighting fronts, 

It is surprising how fast tin cans 
accumulate at least in N. v. City— 
first thing you know a shopping 
bag is full. Wash them, cut the ends 
off, press together and save. At 
stated intervals the city trucks col- 
lect them.

Rags, burlap bags, rope, paper, 
all are needed.

We are told they are used 
in making fuses, gas masks, bino- 
culars, barrage balloons, parachute 
flares, insulation for electric wir- 
ing, wiping rags for guns etc. Clean 
house for your country becomes a 
patriotic duty today. 

We are Already familiar with 
rationing of sugar in household 
committees and of gas for cars, 
But we must be prepared for a 
drastic extension rationing in the 
very near future. Approximately 
100 articles are likely to be ra- 
tioned by the War Production 
Board. The number of shoes we 
may have, the cut of our dress, the 
size of our leather purse will be 
dictated by shortage of leather and 
textiles for civilian uses. 

The beard has banned new bath 
tubs along with 400 other itefns in 
a recent iron and steel order deal- 
ing with civilian uses. Houses for 
defense workers will have showers 
instead. That there must be demo- 
cratic rationing, without fear or 
favor stands to reason when there 
is an actual or potential shortage 
of a commodity, 

To prevent hoarding and prof- 
iteering we know that rationing 
and price control are wise solu- 
tions and were indicated by Presl- 
dent Roosevelt in his 7-Point Eco- 
nomic Program. It was a proposal 
to safeguard the living standards 
of the people and protect us from 
inflation. Prices did actually de- 
cline 1 per cent from May to June, 
thanks to as much price control as 
was attempted. 

But the obstructionists in Con- 
4 have thus far succeeded in 
blocking the President's proposed 
legislation to carry out the seven 

points. 

Housecleaning for our country is 
a good program for the fall elec- 
tions too. We women will gladly 
coriserve, salvagé, accept ration- 
ing, save go without civilian goods 
to help our soldiers, But the morale 
of our country would be strength- 
ened tremendously. if we had a 
Win the War Congress, pulling 
unanimously with President Roose- 
velt and his war «administration 
not against him. Every defeatist 
Congressman should be junked in 
the elections, Let us put in our 
Capitol men and women who re- 
flect the will of the people to win.

The child prodigy, Lorin Maazel, 
makes his debut on the Stadium 
podium Wednesday night in a pro- 
gram including Mozart’s “Marriage 
of Figaro” Overture, Beethoven's 
Fifth Symphony, and Tchaikovsky’s 
Mutcracker Suite and March Slav.

Young Lorin was born in Neuilly, 
France, on March 6, 1930, of Amer- 
ican parents. He showed amazing 
gifts at an early age, reading vir: 
tually at sight an orchestral score 
of an andante from a Haydn sym- 
phony. Four years ago, at the age 
of eight, he first conducted, when 
his Yather, a professional singer, ap- 


peared as soloist with the student 
orchestra of the National Music 
Camp. Three years ago he con- 
ducted the student orchestra of the 
National Music Camp at the New 
York World’s Fair. He has long 
had absolute pitch. He rehearses 
and conducts without score. He 
took his first lesson in conducting 
in January, 1938, and now is able 
to direct from memory a repertoire 
that includes symphonies of Haydy, 
Schubert, Mozart, and Beethoven. 


The conductor and programs for 
Thursday and Friday will be an- 
nounced shortly. 

Next Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 
8 and 9—the last weekend of the 
season—Werner Josten will direct 
the Philharmonic - Symphony, He 
will be the eleventh leader of the 
summer. 

His first program ‘on Saturday 
night will have the young Czech 
pianist Rudolf Firkusny as soloist in 
the Mendelssohn G minor Concerto.

Lesson From 
Leningrad in 


War Films 


An hour after Molotov an- 
nounced a state of war with 
Germany, an emergency con- 
ference was held by the en- 


tire staff of the Leningrad 
Film Studio (Lenfilm), whose pro- 
duction “This Is the Enemy!” is 
the current attraction at the Stan- 


ley Theatre. 


Without red tape or preliminaries, 
the conference discussed themes 
and plots for war stories, and the 
following day shooting was begun 
on the first subject. Set builders 
and prop men worked all night to 
be ready for the cast, director and 
cameramen in the morning.

Wind.” Not a month passes with- 
out its baten of romances which 
‘look longingly back to the dear old 
days of southern feudalism and 
slavery. Not a month passes with- 
out a new effusion — the 
“dam’ Yankees.” 

“I Can Kill Seven” is a delight - 
ful satire which should put an end 
to this dangerous nonsense once 
and for all. It takes up the story 
at the moment when the South 
lays down its arms in the Civil 
War. Melancthon Fowinkle is one 
of the two brothers from Missis- 
sippi who have fought. for Jeff 
Davis and their big house. Fair- 
fax died at Gettysburg, and 
Melancthon loses an arm even as 
Robert E. Lee surrenders his sword. 

But Melancthon is not. daunted. 
He once said that he could kill 
ten Yankees. Now he cries: “I 
can kill seven!”

~The story takes him down home 
on the broken mare Calico. Melanc- 
‘thon finds himself ruler of the big 
house, its freed slaves and its acres 
of plantation.
